8 Liberty is no where better pre- 

ſerv'd or underſtood than in 
England, ſo no where is the 
Name of a Tyrant more odious; 
nor {eſs deteſtable is that of a Perſecutor, 
as being a Tyrant over the Mind, and the 


audacious Vſurper of God's own imme- 


diate Right and Province. Wherefore 
ſince the Arms of our Incomparable Qgeen 


are ſo gloriouſſy employ'd to reſtore 


whole Nations to their Civil Rights, and 


that her prudent Councils are not leſs 


ſucceſsfully occupy d about continuing or 
procuring to all good Chriſtians the Li- 
berty of their Conſciences; ſo it ſeems to 
me to be a very natural Enquiry, and 
highly becoming ſuch as obſerve publick 
Tranſactions, to examine how far thoſe 
Potentates, with whom we are under 
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any Tie of Friendſhip or Alliance, are 
Encouragers of the ſame, generous Sen- 


timents; this being of the utmoſt Con- 
ſequence to our mutual good Underſtand- 
ing, both for the preſent and the future. 
Various Reflections of this kind I have 
made my ſelf, and heard made by o- 
thers. Sometimes one Prince, and ſome- 
times another, has been the Object of 


my Meditations or of my Company: but 


for a conſiderable ſpace no Prince did 


more take up the Thoughts or Diſcourſes 


of the latter, than his Highneſs the 


Elector Palatine; whoſe Subjects are di- 
vided in their Religion, there being Cal. 


viniſt, Latheran, and Popiſh Churches in 


his Dominions, and he himſelf being not 
only of the Perſuaſion of the laſt, but 
repreſented as a Perſecutor of the firſt, in 


moſt of our News-papers, and in many 0- 


ther publick Writings. But the Reſult 


of my diligent and impartial Enquiry 
has in ſhort been this, That he Elector 
neither is nor ever was a Perſecutor ; tho 
the Proteſtants, whoſe Grievances he has 


lately redreſs'd, have ſuffer'd by other 


hands more than either Law or Goſpel 
could warrant. This is a Diſcovery that 
cannot but be pleaſing to all good Exg- 


liſbmen, as well on the account of the

preſent Happineſs of their Fellow. Prom? 
ſtants, as with a particular regard to his 
Electoral Highneſs, in whom they juſtly 
admire ſo many excellent and princel 
Qualities; tho they peculiarly diſtingui 
his extraordinary Zeal and Conſtancy for 
the Common Cauſe of _— againſt the 
exorbitant Power of the French King, to 


| Whoſe Fury and Reſentments he's ſo im- 


mediately expos d. ̃ 
For theſe Reaſons I obſerv'd man 
worthy Patriots to be truly concern'd, 
that the Glory of ſuch a Prince ſhould 
be tarniſht in any degree with the invi- 
dious Character of being a Perſecator ; 
and I confeſs that this Conſideration did 
{way with me above all other Motives to 
examine the Circumſtances of this Affair 
ſo nicely as I have done. I am neither 
of his Country, nor of his Religion: I 
have not the honour even to know his 
Perſon, nor am any way engag'd in his 
Service. But finding the World (as I 
ſaid) doing ſo much Juſtice to his Prince- 
ly Merit, and ſo advantageouſly repre- 
ſenting his publick Spirit; I thought it 
a thing inconſiſtent, that his Electoral 
Highneſs could be capable (againſt the 
Dictates of all good Politics, as well as 
the true Genius of Chriſtianity) to force 
| 143 the 
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the Conſciences of his Subjects, whoſe 
cheerful Submiſſion to his Government, 
or Fidelity and Affection to his Perſon, I 
never heard denyꝰd or diſputed. Never- 
theleſs, *tis a notorious fact, that great 
Induſtry has been us?d to make him paſs 
in the minds of Engliſhmen for a Perſecu- 
tor of Proteſtants. After being therefore 
undeceiv*d my ſelf, I thought it my Duty 

to undeceive others, were it but out df 
mere Gratitude for three very ſignal Ser- 
vices he render'd at different times to the 
Common Cauſe. The firſt of theſe was in 
the laſt War: For he was the principal 
cauſe of raiſing the Siege of Rhhnfeltx in 
the Year 1695, the Preſer vation of that 
Place being of inexpreſſible Conſequence; 
and therefore he choſe rather to ſend his 
Troops thither, than to keep em in his 
own Country of Jalzers, to prevent the 
cruel Spoil and Devaſtations committed 


by the French, who had an Army there 


on purpoſe to prevent the Relief of Rhyn- 
feltz. The next was in the Beginning 
of the preſent War, by his ſo timely 
ſeizing on the Boats of the Bridg and 
other Materials, which the Enemy in- 
tended to lay over the Rhine at Keyſerſ- 
werdt, for the Paſſage of their Army un- 
der the Duke of Burgund and the 3 

| | cha 
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Chal de Boufflers, who had reſolv'd to 
march ſtrait forward to Utrecht, and ſo 
to force the States to accept of a Peace; 
which had diſconcerted all the Meaſures 
of the Allies, and laid Europe before this 
time in Chains. The laſt is, that when 
at the beginning of the preſent War, the 
Dutch Troops were ſeiz d, and made (as 
it were) Priſoners of War in the great 
Towns of Flanders and Brabant; the E- 
lector march'd his Troops out of his own 
Territories, which were . to the 
Enemy's Fury, into the moſt important 
Frontier of Maeſtricht, then without a 
ſufficient Gariſon: A Benefit the States 
will never forget. 5 

But I am to put the Reader in mind of 
two other things, before I come to a more 
particular Deduction. I have ingag'd, 
it's true, to ſhew that the Elector was not 
Author of thoſe Hardſhips ſuffer'd by his 
Subjects; but it may be pertinently de- 


manded, why he ſeem'd fo back ward to 


redreſs em? Of this, as I ſaid, there 
are two Reaſons to be given, On the 
firſt of theſe I ſhall not much inſiſt (tho 
I might allowably do it) I mean the 
Meaſures which the Elector Palatine was 
to obſerve with reſpect to the enormous 
Power of France as his next Neighbour,

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and the extreme care he was to take of 
not giving that Monarch any freſh occa- 


ſion of Diſpleaſure, by contravening the 
fourth Article of the Tr 

whereof he would needs appear ſo fond, 

that when the Proteſtants made a diffi- 


eaty of Ryſwick, 


culty of ſigning the Treaty by reaſon of 
that very Article, they were told the 
Freuch King would treat em as Enemies, 
and make a ſeparate War againſt them in 
particular. I ſhall not inſiſt, I ſay, on 
any Meaſures his Highneſs was to keep 
with reſpect to France, becauſe I know 
from good hands, that Monſieur de Tore: 
ſpeaking of this Prince, declar'd that he 


obſerv'd leſs Meaſures with his Maſter 


than any other Prince of the Empire. The 
other thing I would have to be conſider'd, 
is the moſt weighty Reaſons the Elector 
Palatine had to manage the Court of 
Rome, and to be cautious of making any 
breach with it, at a time that he ſtood in 
ſo great need of having Juſtice. done him 
there, in the Deciſion of the Controverſ 


depending between him and the Dutcheſs 


of Orleans, whereof the 2 was in the 
Treaty of Ryſwick nam'd for the Sove- 
reign Arbiter. That this was one of the 
chief Motives of delaying the Execution 
of his laudable Intentions for — Li-

berty, T fancy I have good reaſon to be- 
lieve : For *tis obſervable, that, notwith- 
ſtanding the perpetual Clamours of the 
Dyet of Ratisbonne, and the earneſt In- 
ſtances of many Proteſtant Princes, yet 
the Elector ſeem'd peremptorily reſoly?d 
to ſtand by the fourth Article of the ſaid 
Treaty ; Liberty of Conſcience not being 
publiſh'd (if I remember right) in the 
Palatinate, till after the Court of Rome 
had pronounc'd Sentence in favour of his 
Electoral Highneſs, _ 

After the Publication of this Liberty, 
follow'd the Treaty, which gave the fi- 
niſhing Stroke to ſo great and good a 
Work. But that the Reader may be 
the better able to conceive a clear Idea of 
the whole Tranſation, and to form a 
diſtinct Judgment of the real Springs of 
the ſaid Treaty, we muſt go a little fur- 
ther back, and obſerve that all the Pro- 
teſtants of the Palatinate enjoy*d full Peace 
and Tranquillity under the late Elector, 
-who was the firſt Roman Catholick ſince 
the Reformation ; nor was there any 
ſuch thing as Complaints heard of till 
the Year 1688, that the French had 
ſeiz d on that Country, where, beſides . 
the unſpeakable Cruelties exercis'd with- 
out diſtintion on the Perſons and Poſſeſ- 
ſions

hinder the preſent Elector, who ſucceeded 


upon as the real Source and Occaſion of

ſons of all the Subjects, they were nat 
leſs ſparing to violate all Rules and Or- 
ders relating to their Conſciences, intro- 
ducing, according to their conſtant Cuſ- 
tom, ſeveral Innovations in Matters of 
Religion, to the great prejudice of that 
Chriſtian Liberty, which they found eſta- 
bliſh'd there. Theſe Violences were 
continu'd during the whole time of the 
laſt War, on the Weſtern ſide of the 
Rhine. But they ceas'd on the other 


| fide, as ſoon as the Enemy had abandon'd 


it, in the beginning of the Year 1689, 
till the French having retaken Heydelberg 


in the Year 1693, entirely burnt and 


ruin'd it. This nevertheleſs did not 


his Father in the Year 1690, to favour 


and preſerve, as much as he could, the 


antient Liberty of Religion, which was 
ſo entire and impartial in this Country, 
that one of the Proteſtant Electors built 


a Church at Manheim for the Exerciſe of |

Matters ſtood on this foot till the 
Treaty of Ry/wick, which was concluded 
in the Year 1697, and is to be Jook'd

all the Complaints that have ſo much 
prepoſſeſsd the World againſt his Ele- 
oral Highneſs, becauſe of his holding 
for ſome time to the fourth Article of 
that Treaty, which provides, that, not- 
_ withſtanding all Reſtitutions made by 
France to the Confederates, yet tbe 
Roman Catholick Religion ſhall remain 
within the Places reſtor d, in the ſame Con- 
dition as it is exercu'd at preſent ; among 
which Places the chiefeſt was the Pala- 
tinate, and which the French for many 
reaſons had in their view at the making 
of this Treaty. W Ja 
Were I not more concern'd for the 
Intereſt of Truth than the Reputation 
of an Orator, I would ask here, how 
juſtly thoſe Proteſtants could blame the 
Elector for obſerving an Article to which 
themſelves had given their Conſent? I 
would enquire how that Article came 
to be agreed to by them at all? Or if 
the Dread of the French King was a ſut- 
ficient Reaſon for their ſo doing, whe- 
ther the ſame Apprehenſion was not as 
good a ground for him to keep to it, till 
that King became leſs dreadful to all of 
'em? But I take no delight in finding of 
Faults, or rubbing of old Sores: my 
purpoſe is rather to heal and reconcile, 
Therefore

Therefore T ſhall not long inſiſt on a 
Suppoſition (which I might very natu- 
rally make) of ſome of our Proteſtant 
Princes in the place of his Electoral High- 
eſs, and conſider whether in the like 
caſe he would be eafily brought to turn 


thoſe of his own Religion out of Chur- 


ches whereof they were in poſſeſſion by 
a ſolemn Treaty, and to introduce or 
eſtabliſh the Roman Catholicks in their 
room? 8 5 

To proceed then with the Narrative 


of the Fact, the Publication of an ten- 


tire Liberty of Conſcience was the firſt 
Step that the Elector made to eaſe and 
ſatisfy his Subjects. But as the Proteſtant 
Miniſters at Ratisbonne did moſt preſſing- 
ly inſiſt on the entire Abolition of the 

urth Article aforeſaid, and the Re- 
eſtabliſnment of the Affairs of Religion 
on their antient Foundation, even ſo as 
to join theſe things to matters of pub- 
lick Exigence, ſuch as the granting of 
Troops, and the like (which ſhews that 
Tacking is as faſhionable at Ratisbonne as 


at Weſtminſter) For this reaſon, I ſay, 


many Deliberations were held inthe Dyer 
about the Means of terminating this 
Difference, without their being able to 


pitch on any effectual Expedient; till at 


length

length the Elector (to demonſtrate his 
Readineſs to accept all reaſonable Con- 
ditions) came to a Reſolution of having 
this Affair adjuſted at his own Court by 
his proper Miniſters, and by thoſe who 
were deputed for that end by his Majeſty 
the King of Pruſſia, to avoid the uſual 
dilatory Proceedings of the Dyer, which 
gave ſmall hopes of any ſpeedy Accom- 
modation. His Electoral Highneſs was 
not deceiy'd in his Judgment herein; 
and perceiving what Progreſs was made 
in this Treaty in ſo little a time, princi- 
pally by his own perſonal Care and Ap- 
plication, he did by his Miniſters both at 
London and the Hague invite the Queen 
and the States General to ſend thither 
Mr. Sranhope and Mynheer van Ghent, _ 
that it might be brought to a Concluſion 


with the greateſt Honour and Solemnity 


poſſible. I know that our Queen did rea- 
dily conſent to this Offer, from her pious 
Concern for the Welfare of the Prote. 
ſtant Churches abroad; and the States 
General having done as much, I doubt 
not but that both Envoys had repair'd to 
the Palatine Court, were it not that they 
were eas'd of that Trouble by the ſuc- 
ceeding of the Accommodation ſooner 
than was expected. | 
This 


The Treaty was concluded and ſign'd 
by his Electoral Highneſs the twenty firſt 
of November, 1705; and the King of 
Praſſia (who in this, as well as in divers 
other Inſtances, has ſignaliz'd his Zeal for 
the Proteſtant Intereſt) was ſo highly ſa- 
tisfy d therewith, that he made conſide- 
rable Preſents to all the Miniſters of the 


Plalatiue Court who had any hand in it. 


The Elector did in the next place notify 
to the Queen, by his Reſident Monſieur 
Steingens, the publick Declaration he made 
by virtue of the ſaid Treaty, as may be 
ſeen in our Gazettes, He did the like to 
the States General, as well as to the Impe- 
rial Dyet, and to all the Proteſtant Prin- 
ces. I am likewiſe well inform'd, that 
this Dec/aration was begun to be put in 
execution with as much Fairneſs as Diſ- 
patch, and with ſo great and univerſal a 
Joy of the Proteſtants of the Palatinate, 
that they celebrated a Day of publick 
Thankſgiving for ſo remarkable and un · 
expected a Bleſſing. 
This is a ſuccin& Hiſtory of the matter 
of Fact, as punQually as I cou'd have 
opportunity to make my Obſervations. 
I wiſh I could as eaſily give the like ac- 
count of all the Difficulties which ſo long 


retarded the Concluſion of a Buſineſs, 
Which

which ſeems to have been very fairly in- 


tended on all hands. But nothing hav- 


ing appear*d from the Preſs on this Sub- 
ject, I could only learn from my Corre- 
ſpondent at that Court, that after the 
Elector's neceſſary temporizing with 
Rome and France (as aforeſaid) the prin- 
cipal Obſtacle remaining, conſiſted in rhe 
fixing of the Time, which was to ſerve as 
a Rale whereby to order the intended Re- 
form; ſince * requiſite to pitch upon 
ſome certain Period, wherein things had 
been ſettled to the ſatisfaction of the Pro- 
teſtants, the Innovations complain'd of 
not being introduc'd all at once, nor un- 


der one Pretext. The Proteſtants inſiſted 


on the Year 1624, and the Elector's Mi- 
niſters wowd have the Year 1618, be- 
cauſe it was provided by a Treaty, that 
Matters of Religion ſhou'd continue in 
the Palatinate upon the ſame foot as the 

were before the Troubles which hap- 
pen'd on the ſcore of the Kingdom of 
Bohemia: but that as thoſe Troubles did 
not begin before the Year 1619, it was 
reaſonable to take the Year immediatel 

preceding. The Palatine Miniſters did 
further urge, that altho all the other 
Members of the Empire were oblig'd to 


AN keep to the Conſtitutions and Regula- ” 
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tions concerning Religion, publiſh'd by 
the general Conſent of the Empire ; yet. 
that it was not the ſame thing asto their 
Electors, becauſe that from the very be- 
ginning of the Reformation they were in 
poſſeſſion of a Right to appoint in Matters 
of Religion (within their own Domi- 
nions) what they ſhould think moſt con- 
venient, without conforming to ſuch Or- 
ders as either were or ſhould be iſſu'd by 
the Dyet of Ratwbonne : and that there 
were ſeveral Precedents of one Elefor's 
abrogating what his Predeceſſor had eſta- 
bliſh'd; ſo that if a Proteſtant Prince 
(for example) ſhould ever happen to 
ſucceed, he muſt have the ſame Right of 
changing in Religion what his Popiſh Pre- 
deceſſor had introduc'd. Now ſuppo- 
fing this to be true as to Fact (for I am 
far from allowing it in Right) it muſt 
be own'd, that the Proteſtants in general 
are under a moſt ſenſible Obligation to 


his Electoral Highneſs, who without any 
regard to ſo notable a Privilege, came to 


an Agreement ſo advantageous to the 


Proteſtant Religion, as we ſhall more 
evidently ſhow anon, and as will de- 


monſtrably appear by the Declaration 
hereto annex CC.

It muſt be likewiſe confeſs'd, . that the 
Elector Palatine has merited of our own 
Queen in a moſt ſingular manner, by his 
extraordinary Complaiſance in paying ſo 
ready a Deference to the Inftances of her 
Majeſty, in ſo nice an Affair as that of Re- 
ligion, to the prejudice of his particular 
Right; and this by ſo much the more, as 
that his Electoral Highneſs was known to 
declare, that if the King of Pruſſia ſhould 
not be content with what he had granted 


to the Proteſtants (which appear d ſo rea- 


ſonable to ſeveral of them engag d in this 
matter, that they acknowledgd they 
cou'd have demanded no more, were it 
left to their ſole Arbitration) yet he wou'd 
not fail to put it in execution, and to ſend 
the Reſult thereof to the Maritime Powers, 
and the reſt of the Proteſtant Princes, to 
convince them that it was none of his 
fault, if all theſe Differences . were not 
amicably and finally adjuſted. Who 
can havethe Front after this to tell the 
World, that his Electoral Highneſs is a 
Perſecutor of the Proteſtants ? Conſider- 
ing eſpecially that he confides his Armys 
to the Care and Conduct of Proteſtant 
Generals, that he indifferently admits of 
_ Proteſt ants into all his Councils, that one 
of his Principal Secretaries of State is

a Proteſtant; and that not only in the 
Palatinate, but alſo in the Dutchies of 
Juliers and Bergaes (where he makes his 
ordinary Reſidence) he grants ſo entire 
a Liberty of Conſcience, as that the Pro- 
teſtants may publickly exerciſe their Re- 
ligion, and build Charches whereſoever 
they picaſe.. 1 hf ie wo Ty 
For my own part, I cannot but frank- 
Iy acknowledg after all this, that Tam 
entirely cur'd of thoſe il Impreſſions, 
Which I formerly conceiv'd againſt this 
Prince as to Affairs of Religion, taking 
him at preſent to be as much a Friend to 
the Proteſtants (making a due allowance 
for his own Perſuaſion) as I formerly be- 
| liev'd him to be their Enemy. Nor can 
I but wonder at the long Continuance of 
| thoſe falſe Reports in this Country, not- 
_ withſtanding the Notoriety: of the grea- 
teſt part of the Facts we have hitherto 
related. But I am much inclinꝰd to be · 
lieve, that ſome who call themſelves Pro- 
teſtauts, and who yet appear no great 
Friends to the Confederates, nor to the 
Proteſtant Succeſſion in one of the Pala- 
tine Family, being exaſperated at the 
Electors moſt particular Zeal for the 
Common Cauſe, have made it their Buſi- 
neſs to foment a Diſtruſt of him in the 
- | Opinion

* of this Nation, and h to. blaſt, 
(if they could) all the Kindneſsand Con- 
' fidence he ſeems: to have a Title of ex- 
Qing from the Queer, after what he 
: E for the Proteſtants, with ſo 
principal a regard to her Maje/y's Inter- 
poſition. Nay, and how far even ſome 
Princes, jealous of the Electors Glory 
and Reputation on theſe accounts, may 
have contributed to ſpread thoſe diſbonou - 
rable Reports, is matter fitter for private 
Speculation than publick Diſcuſſion. 
But as to what we have ſo often ſaid, 
that his Electoral Highneſs is no Perſecu- 
tor, it will clearly appear by the DE- 
CLARATION he publiſh'd in his 
Territories, upon the Treaty lately con- 
cluded with the King of Pruſſia, and 
which (as was mention*d before) he im · 
parted to her Majeſty, who was moſt 
highly pleas'd at the good iſſue of a thing 
ſhe took ſo much to heart, from her ten- 
der regard to our Proteſtant Brethren 
abroad. This DECLARATION I 
have hereunto annex'd at large, not ons 
ly to ſatisfy the Curioſity of the Publick, 
but likewiſe as a piece that may ſerve 
for an excellent Model for all Tranſac- 
tions of the ſame kind. The Proteſtants 
themſelves do not ordinarily grant to one

another What is done here by a Roman 
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Catholick ; for not only thoſe of the di- 


ferent Religions are made equally Parta- 


kers of all Privileges belonging to Citi- 
zens, Merchants, Companies, and other 
Societies; but are alſo admitted indiſferent- 
5j into all civil Poſts and Magiſtracys, to 
the ſhame of ſuch as impolitickly prac- 
tiſe the contrary. Tis likewiſe provi- 
ded with as much Prudence and Juſtice, 
as the thing is uncommon, that thoſe of 
one Religion ſhall exerciſe no manner of 


Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdiction over - thoſe of 


another; which to do is the greateſt ab- 
ſurdity in the World, as it is moſt reaſo- 
nable that thoſe of the ſame Communion 
ſhould exerciſe their own Diſcipline 
within themſelves. The Elector will 
quickly perceive the good effects of this 
equitable Proceeding, both in the peo- 


pling of his Countrys, which of conſe- 


quence makes him rich and powerful ; 
and in the Affection of his Subjects, whoſe 
Obedience is not half ſo wel] ſecur'd by 
any Set of Notions or DoQtrines (be they 
what they will) as by wholeſom Laws, 
and an impartial Adminiſtration, But his 
moſt ſerene Highneſs is likewiſe ſo nice a 
Judg, and fo munificent a Patron of the 
liberal Arts and Sciences, that, in form- 

ing 
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ing this incomparable DE CL AR A- 
TION, he could not be untnindful of 
reſtoring the Univerſicys, not only to their 
antient Splendor, but to make them like- 
wiſe Places of Improvement to thoſe of 
all Perſuaſions ; which ſerves to condemn 
the Practice of thoſe who regulate the 
Seminarys of 3 Education, as if 
none were to be learned or polite but 
their particular Society; and yet theſe 
will gravely pretend to abhor the like 
Partiality in the Emperor Julian. But

Intention has not had the effect which 
we promis'd our ſelves, our Subjects of 
the Reform'd Religion alledging they 
were oppreſs'd by ſeveral Grievances : 


We therefore being mov'd by the regard 


we had to the Recommendations of our 
Allys, and by our Defire of confirming 
the Union which is fo neceſſary among 
our Subjects, have thought fit to cauſe the 
enſuing Ordinances to be publifh'd in our 
Electorate, and in the other Territorys 
therein · mention'd, eſtabliſhing as fol- 


lows: 


THAT from this time, and al- 
ways for the future, it ſhall! be lawful 
for all our Subjects of the Palatinate, 
who profeſs any of the three Religions 
tolerated in the Holy Roman Empire, eſ- 
pecially to thoſe of the Bayliwick of 
Termerſbeim, to exerciſe and enjoy an 
entire Liberty of Conſcience, the Abuſes 
which may have been introduc'd con- 
trary to the ſame, being firſt ſuppreſs d; 
and that they be neither troubled therein, 
nor diſquieted in any manner whatſo- 
To this end we command to be 
obſerv'd at all times, without any Con- 
B 4 travention, 


| 1 
travention, the Points hereafter ſpecify'd, 
to which our Subjects are requir'd to 
conform, and to regulate themſelves ac- 
cordingly, on pain of our higheſt Indig- 
nation in caſe of Diſobedience. 

This being premis'd, every Perſon, whe- 
ther he be young or old, when he's ar- 
riv'd to the Age of Diſcretion, may 
profeſs any of the three Religions tole- 
rated in the Holy Roman Empire, openly 
and without any moleſtation, enjoying 
an entire Liberty of Conſcience, and be- 
ing free to embrace the one or the other 
Religion, as to himſelf ſhall ſeem beſt : 

to which end all Orders, that may have 
hitherto been iſſu'd out in the Palatinate, 
and in the Bayliwick of Termerſheim, con- 
trary to this Liberty of Conſcience, are 
hereby repeal' d. | 

In the Marriages which ſhall be con- 
tracted between Perſons of different Re- 
ligions, it ſhall be lawful for the Parents 
to cauſe their Children to be baptiz'd and 
brought up in the Religion they have 
agreed upon in their Contract, conforma- 
bly to the Matrimonial Conſiſtory, or as 
they may agree after their Marriage: 
which nevertheleſs they ſhall be oblig'd 
to prove by authentick Witneſſes; for 
otherwiſe, if it does not appear in _ 
| . 3 
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Contract of Marriage that this point is 
ſpecify'd therein, the Children are to fol- 
low in their Religion the Heads of Fa- 
milies. But thoſe Children themſelves 
ſhall enjoy an entire Liberty of Con- 
ſcience (as above provided) when they 
ſhall come to the Age of Diſcretion ; 


and it ſhall be likewiſe free for the ſur- 


viving Father or Mother to bring up 


their Children in their own Religion, as 


they ſhall think fit. 
When a Marriage is to be celebrated 


between Perſons of different Religions, 


the Banes ſhal) be publiſh'd in the Chur- 


ches of both their Perſuaſions, tho they 
ſhould live in the ſame City or Pariſh ; 
and the ſaid Perſonsare oblig'd to demand 
a Licence, which ſhall be always granted 
without Mony or any Obſtacle whatſo- 


In performing the Ceremony of Mar- 


riage, the Bride ſhall follow the Bride- 


groom. The Catholick Prieſts and Cu- 
rates may not marry any Proteſtants 


without obtaining the Diſpenſation of the 


Banes of their Miniſters ; neither may 
the Proteſtant Miniſters marry any Ro- 
man Catholick without the Diſpenſation 
of their Banes from their Prieſts or Cu- 
rates.

l | 
To Orphans ſhall be appointed. Guar- 
dians of the Religion in which they are 
to-be educated, according to the Con- 
tract of Marriage between their Fathers 


and Mothers; or in default thereof, ac- 


cording to the Rule for this purpoſe ſpe- 
cify*d above. 
The foreſaid Reform'd and Lutherans 
ſhall not be oblig*d to obſerve any other 
Ceremonies but their own. Wherefore 
when there are Catholick Proceſſions, they 
ſhall neither directly nor indirectly be con- 


ſtrain'd to ſtrow Herbs, plant May-poles, 


nor to ring the Bells in the month of May, 
on other Holidays, nor at the Avemaria; 
and much leſs ſhall they be requir'd to 
aſſiſt at the Proceſſions with their Arms, 
or to carry Croſſes or Banners, or to 
take off their Hats when the Bells ring 
to Prayer at Morning, Noon, and Night. 
They ſhall not therefore be moleſted 
nor diſquieted by any Perſon for the cau- 
ſes now mention*d, nor bound to be pre- 
ſent at any of theſe Catholick Ceremo- 
nies. Inlike manner the Catholicks ſhall 
neither directly nor indirectly be troubled 
in any manner, be diſquieted or hinder'd 
in their Divine Service, or in any other of 
their ordinary Ceremonies. 


Further- 
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Furthermore, the foreſaid Reform'd 
and Lutherans ſhall not be oblig'd tocon- 
form to the Cuſtoms of the Catholicks, 
which prohibit the ſolemaizing of Mar- 
riage at certain times; but may marry 
at any time after they have demanded 

rmiſſion from the Palatine Regency. 

Neither ſhall the ſaid Reform'd and 
Lutherans be oblig'd, when a Proseſſion 
goes along, or the Sacrament is carry'd 
to ſick Perſons, to preſent their Arms or 
to fall upon their knees. Nevertheleſs, 
— may not give any offence of ſet pur- 
poſe, but retire into ſome Houſe till the 
Proceſſion is paſt, or (if it be in a place 
where this cannot be done) they are only 
requir'd to take off their Hats. 
It fhall be alſo lawful for the ſaid Re- 
form'd or Lutherans, whether inhabitin 
Cities or Villages, to follow their — 
on the Catholick Holidays within their 
Houſes, only keeping their Doors, Shops, 
and Windows ſhut; neither ſhall they 
on this account have reaſon to fear an 
Inquiſition or Puniſhment. But all Smiths 
and other Handicraftſmen that make a 
noiſe, ſhall not work on the ſaid Days, 
unleſs it be for Paſſengers, or in caſes of 
neceſſity. | T7

The Lutherans and the Reform'd may; 


on the Catholick Holidays, keep their 
Schools open, catechiſe their Youth, and 
celebrate their monthly Days of Prayer. 

Thoſe of the Confeſſion of Augsburg 
ſhall not be oblig'd to uſe what is call'd 
the Baptiſm of Neceſſity, or that of Ca- 
tholick Midwives, againſt their will. 

Tr ſhall be lawful for the Reform'd 
and Lutherans to eat Fleſh-Meat in their 
Houſes during Lent, and on the Catho- 


lick Days of Abſtinence. 


No Perſon, whether Eccleſiaſtick or 
Secular, ſhall be perſecuted for the fake 
of his Religion, whether he's born in 
the ſame, that he has newly embrac'd it, 
or made profeſſion of it for a long time 
paſt ; neither ſhall he on this account-be 
oblig'd to leave his Country, City, or 
Village, or be deſpis?d or affronted for 


Bis Perſuaſion. 


No Perſon ſhall on the ſcore of his Re- 
ligion be excluded from the Magiſtracy, 
or from the Rights and Privileges of Cor- 


porations, Merchants, Trades, Cham- 


bers, Companies, publick Contracts, 
Purchaſes, Sales of movable or immova- 
ble Goods, from the Rights of Succeſſion 
where it is determin'd, nor from any In- 
heritance, Legacys, or other Rights 


- whatſoever. We 
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Wee further permit, that in Matrimo- 
nial Aﬀairs thoſe of the Confeſhon of 
Augsburg be dealt with in all points ac- 


cording to the RO Religion made 

in our Dutchies of Berg and Juliers; or 
according to the Judicature which was 
eſtabliſh'd there for the Marriages of 
thoſe of the Confeſſion of Augsburg. But 
this Judicature not being yet re-eſtabliſh'd 
there, it ſhall be lawful for the Eccle- 
ſiaſt ical Council of the Reform?d, or to 


Lutheran Counſellors to this end nam'd 


and authoriz'd, to judg of the ſame. 
In caſe any difference happens between 
a marry'd Couple of different Religions, 
the Complainant ſhall be —_ to ſub- 
mit to the Deciſions of Juſtice of the 
Party accus'd ; ſo that the Lutheran ſhall 
be judg'd according to the Eccleſiaſtical 
Law of the Lutherans, and the Catholick 
according to the Eccleſiaſtical Law of 
the Catholicks, eſpecially in the Point of 
Divorce and Repudiation. 
As for what concerns the Diſpenſation 
of Marriage within the prohibited De- 
grees, all Perſons ſhall follow the antient 
Ordinance made in the Palatinate for the 
Judicature of Marriages : and thus the 
Lutherans ſhall partake of the Benefit of 
the Law according to their own Religion.

To the end that the Difficulties which 
have hitherto ariſen touching the publick 
Service may be terminated all at once, 
after mature Deliberation we have or- 
der'd they be remov'd, as by theſe Pre- 
ſents we do remove them ; in ſuch ſort 
nevertheleſs, that it ſhall remain eſtabliſht 
in the places where it has been in the 
time of the Elector Charles Lewis of glo- 
rious Memory, together with the neigh- 
bouring States; namely, the Electorate 
of Mentz by the Treaty of the Berg ſtraat 
of the Year 1650, and by that of Ratiſ⸗ 
bonne of the Year 1653, as likewiſe by 
the Agreements made with the Houſe of 
Baden in the Years 1652, 1653, and 1661 : 
which ſhall all continue in force, and ac- 
cording to the Tenor whereof We ſhall 
maintain our Subjects of both Religions, 
and ſhall protect them conformably to 
the ſaid Treaties againſt all manner of 
Attempts, ſo as to meet with no fort of 


hindrance. 5 a 
We ordain at the ſame time (to th 


end that all our dear Subjects of each 
Religion may exerciſe the Worſhip they 
profeſs not only apart, but allo freely, 
_ openly, and without any lett) that what 
follows be punctually obſerv'd touching 
Churches, Pariſhes, Schools, their De- 
pendencies, Tythes, and Revenues. 1 
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As for what regards the three princi- 


pal Cities in the Palatinate, namely, Hei- 
delberg, Manheim, and Frankenaaal, with 
our other Cities and Bayliwicks, viz. 
Alzey, Baccarach, Bretten, Lauteren, Moſ- 
bach, Newſtaat, Oppenheim, Simmeren, 
Stromberg, and Ladenburg, when in any 
of theſe there are two or more Churches, 
or Places of Churches, where the Re- 
form'd have us d the Exerciſe of their 
Religion in the Year 1685 ; or that ſugh 
Churches have been erected ſince that time 


at their expence, and where the Roman 
Catholicks neither have a Pariſh nor any 


Church belonging to their Religious Or- 
ders: it is our Pleaſure, that one be aſ- 
ſfign'd them excluſively of all others. How- 
ever the Catholicks, notwithſtanding the 
ſaid Regulation, ſhall retain the Church 
of the Recollects, call'd the Church of 
the Hoſpital or of the Gariſon in the 
Suburbs; wherein nevertheleſs neither 
the Hoſpital nor the Revenue of the ſame 
are comprehended: And alſo the Catho- 
licks ſhall have the Quire of the Church 
of the Holy Ghoſt, which ſhall be ſepa- 
rated by a Wall, and ſo the Entrance is to 
be made to it from without. In exchange 
hereof the Reform'd ſhall have to them. 
ſelves the ſole uſe of the Body of the 


ſaid 


a” 
ſaid Church of the Holy Ghoſt. The 


Steeple with the Bells ſhall be common to 


both; as alſo that of St. Peter, with its 


Quire and Appurtenances. And finally, 


alf the other Churches, Places, Quires, 
with their Depe 


the poſſeſſion whereof the Reform'd have 


been in the Year 1685, ſhall ſtill remain 
to them: and they ſhall likewiſe (in lieu 


of the aforeſaid Churches of the College 
and Garifon) have to themſelves exclu- 
ſively the Schonaver-hoff, ſituated in the 
City of Heidelberg, with all its Appurte- 
nances, to employ it as they think beſt, 


either as a Church, College, School, Par- 


ſonage- Houſe, or for any other Eccleſiaſti- 
cal Uſe. | 


We further ordain, that, according to 


the above - ſaid Regulation, there be given 
excluſively to the Reform'd of Manheim, 


the Church that has been proviſionall7 


built in the ſame, with the great Place 
or Square of the Church, and the Foun- 
dation laid therein, which was deſign'd 


for the High Germans and Walloons; as 


likewiſe all the Parſonage-Houſes, Recto- 
rys, and Schools, whereof the Reform'd 


had poſſeſſion in the Year 168 5, or have hi- 


therto built or acquir'd by a lawful * 


— 


adencies,' and all Parſo- 
nage Houſes, Schools, or their Places, in 
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and the Catholicks ſhall content them- 


ſelves with the Church of the Capu- 
chins, till they have built another. 

We further will, that to the Reformꝰd 
of Frankenaaal be given this Church, with 
its Dependencies ; in the Quire of which 
there is perform'd a common Exerciſe of 
Religion. There ſhall remain to the Re- 
form'd the Pedagogy, the Parſonage and 


 School-houſes, with all that they enjoy'd 


in the Year 1685; and the Catholicks 
ſhall have the ſecond Church, but the 
Reform'd ſhall have the third Church ex- 
cluſively for the Walloon Congregation. 

In the reſt of our Towns above men- 
tion'd, the foreſaid Regulation is to be 
follow'd, by virtue of which the Re- 
form'd ſhall have the great Church at 
Alzey, and the Catholicks that which is 
at preſent in the poſſeſſion of the Capu- 
chins. So likewiſe at Lauteren and Op- 


penheim the Reform'd ſhall have the great 


Pariſh-Church, and the Catholicks the 
two Churches of the Franciſcans, which 
are in the ſaid Towns. At Baccarach the 
Catholicks ſhall have the Church ſituated 
at the foot of the Mountain, and the Re- 
form'd the Pariſh- Church. Thus at 
Weinheim the Reform'd ſhall have the 


Pariſh-Church ſituated in the Suburbs, 
2 and 
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and the Ruins of the Hoſpital-Church 
which is in that Town; and the Catho- 
licks ſhall have to themſelves excluſively 
the Church of the Carmelites. 

In thoſe Towns of the foremention'd 
Baily wicks, where there is but one 


Church, or one Place of a Church, the 
| Reform'd ſhall have the Body of the 


Church with its Appurtenances ; and the 


Catholicks the Quire, which is to be ſe- 


parated by a Wall, at the expence of both 
Parties. And it ſhall be further lawful 
for each of *em to build what they pleaſe 
on their own fide, provided there be room 
for the ſame. 


We further require and ordain, that 
the Churches in all the other Towns, Bo- 


roughs, and Villages of the open Coun- 


which the Reform'd have perform'd the 
Exerciſe of their Religion in the Year 
1615, and where the Catholicks have no 
Cloiſter or Church of their own) be di- 
vided ; but in ſuch fort however, that 
the Catholicks ſhall have any Pariſh» 
Church of the ſaid Year, where there is 
no Proteftznt Miniſter at preſent, but 
only Catholicks, making a deduction of 
their two parts in ſeven, as hereafter ſpe- 
cify'd. And that, in exchange, the Re- 

form'd 


try, where there is but one Church (in 
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form*d ſhall preferably chuſe, out of this 
Inſpection, where the ſaid Church gran- 
ted to the Catholicks is ſituated, their 
five parts in ſeven, due out of the Chur- 
ches where the Reform'd Miniſters re- 
main at preſent, by reaſon of the Church 
granted to the Catholicks : ſo that the 
Catholicks ſhall retain two Pariſh Chur- 
ches, and the Reform'd five of thoſe 
where their Miniſters continue. The 
other Churches ſhall be divided betwixt 
them in the following manner. Firſt, 
the Remains of ſuch Churches where any 
Miniſters ſtill continue. Secondly, the 
Churches that are well built or in a good 
condition. Thirdly, thoſe Churches or 
Chappels of Eaſe which are very near 
ruin d. And laſtly, the real Ruins ſhall 
be put together ſeven at a time; in ſuch 
a manner, as that in the following In- 
ſpection the Reform?d ſhall have five and 
the Catholicks two excluſively ; of which 
nevertheleſs our Reform'd Conſiſtory ſhall 
chuſe the firſt, and the Counſellors we 
ſhall name on behalf of the Catholicks 
{hall chuſe the ſecond, the Reform'd the 
third, the Catholicks the fourth, and fo 
on. 
We likewiſe expreſly ordain, that the 
Reform'd be left in the Enjoy ment of all 
” C2 Poſ- 
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Poſſeſſions, Revenues, and the great and 
ſmall Tythes of the Churches that ſhall 
be ſolely granted to their uſe; which 
Poſſeſſions, Revenues, or Tythes, were 
enjoy'd by ſome Proteſtant Miniſter in 
the Year 1685 as his Stipend, or were 
receiv*d by Collectors for the uſe of the 
Retorm'd Church, without any dimi- 
nution, and with the Franchiſes whereof 
they are in poſſeſſion. And our Cham- 
ber of the Finances, with what depends 
on this Body, as alſo the neighbouring 
Collegiales and Communities, ſhall be ob- 
lig'd to pay the ſame, as it has been for- 
merly practis'd. 4 
The Catholicks, by virtue of the a- 
boveſaid Regulation, ſhall enjoy the ſame 
right in the Churches belonging to them 
excluſively. 8 6 

But nevertheleſs their Collegiate Chur- 
ches, and the Revenues of Cloiſters ſhall 
not be comprehended therein. 

We further conſent, that it be lawful 
for all the Reform'd or the Lutherans 
dwelling in any place, where there is but 
one Church, Parſonage-Houſe, or School, 
belonging to the Catholicks, to perform 
the publick Exerciſe of their Religion in 
any Houſe or other Place that ſhall be 


found convenient. This ſhall be likewiſc

as lawful for the Catholicks, granting to 
each of the Parties the liberty of building, 
in all places where they find it neceſſary, 
new Churches, with Steeples, Bells, and 


Whatever depends on theſe, as likewiſe 


Parſonage-Houſes and Schools: in which 
caſe we exempt from all Taxes and Char- 
ges thoſe new Places whereon ſuch Chur- 
ches, Schools, Parſonage-Houſes or School- 
Houſes, may be erected; and we ſhall in 
like manner maintain the ſaid Houſes 
and Buildings in their Immunities, ſo 
long as they ſerve for the Uſes above- 
mention d. 

All the Colleges of the Lower Palati- 
nate, Pedagogies, Rectoral Houſes, and 
Latin Schools, or their Places; particu- 
larly the College call'd the Sapientia, and 
the School of the Nectar at Heydelberg, 
the Caſimirian College at Newſtad, or in- 
ſtead of the ſame an Equivalent in good 
condition, the Colleges of Frankenaaal, 
Manheim, and of other places, or the 
Ground on which they were built, which 
the Reform'd poſſeſt in the Year 1685, 
ſhall ſtill belong excluſively to the ſaid 
Reform'd, with all the Revenues and 
Se as they enjoy'd them the ſaid: 

ear. Ee», . 
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And to remove all occafion of Dif. 
putes for the future, it is our Pleaſure, 
that all the ſeveral Religions exerciſe eve- 
ry where over thoſe that follow their 
Belief, Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdiction, the 
Right of Paſtors, and all other Conſe- 
quences of a publick Exerciſe. 

Altho the Churches of the foremen- 
tion'd Places be aſſign d to a certain Reli- 
gion, nevertheleſs the Rights of the Or- 
dinary or the School, and much leſs the 
Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdiction, ſhall in no man- 
ner be extended over thoſe of another Re- 
ligion: and all Pretenſions of this ſort 
ſhall be expreſly forbid, and are actually 
ſuppreſs'd by theſe Preſents. 

Tis further our Pleaſure, that the Bells 
and the Church-yards depend on the 
Churches; with this condition notwith- 
ſtanding, that at Burials, Marriages, and 
the like Ceremonies, the one Party ſhall 
for a reaſonable Price ring the Bells for 
the other. And where there is but one 
Churchyard, it ſhall be lawful for all the 
Religions to bury their Dead in common 
therein, to ſing Pſalms, and to perform 
their other accuſtom*d Ceremonies. It 
ſhall be lawful for *em likewiſe to pro- 
cure to themſelves diftint Churchyards, 
or amicably to agree among themſelves 

about 
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about dividing their Churchyard, accor- 
ding to their Occaſions and the Situation 
of the Place, which is to be underſtood 
in the following manner. Where the 
Churches are left in common, the Ca- 
tholicks ſhall keep the Quire in repair, and 
the Reform'd the Body of the Church. 

The Reparation of the Steeple and the 
Bells ſhall be common to both: unlefſs 
the Patron, the Collector of the Tythes, 
or ſome other was formerly oblig'd to the 
reparation of the Churches belonging to 
the Reform'd, where none ſhall exerciſe 
the Jas Patronatus, if it was not ex- 
ercisd in the ſame in the Year 1685. 

As in the time of our Anceſtors the 
Rents and Revenues ariſing from Colle- 
giate Churches, Provoſtſhips, Abbeys, 
Cloiſters, and ſuch other Bodies, have 
been for the moſt part employ'd to pious 
Uſes ; and we having reſolv*d to employ 
to the ſame purpoſes all the Revenues of 
the ſaid Bodies, which the Adminiſtra- 
tion; calPd Yer Waltang did particularly 
poſſeſs in the Year 1685 : 

We therefore ordain and enjoin by 
theſe Preſents, that five parts in ſeven of 
the ſaid Revenues (be it in Mony, Fruits, 
Wine, or in any other things) be em- 
ploy'd fer the maintenance of the Re- 
: C4 form'd 
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form'd Conſiſtory, of their Miniſters, 
Churches, and Schoolmaſters, for the 


Reparation, Re- edification, and neceſſary 


Support of their Churches and Schools. 


The other two parts in ſeven ſhall re. 
main at our free Diſpoſal, deduttis pro 


rata oneribus; and the ſaid Fruits or 


Wines ſhall not be purchas'd after the 
current Price of the Country or without 


ready Mony, nar in any wiſe diminiſh'd, 


whether it be for Political or Eccleſiaſti- 
cal. Uſes, nor under the name of the Con- 
ſer vation and Protection of the Coun- 
try. 5 
8 to prevent all Subject of Diſtruſt, 
we command that the ſaid Goods and 
Revenues be manag'd by a general Ad- 
miniſtration, conſiſting of two Catho- 
lick Counſellors and two Reform'd, with 
the Clerks and other neceſſary Officers: 
with this condition nevertheleſs, that 
the Catholicks and the Reform'd ſhall at 
the end of every three months make a 
repartition of their Revenues in common, 
whereof the Counſellors of the ſaid Ad- 


- miniſtration ſhall give Information by 
way of Reſcript to the Clerks of the 


Adminiſtration in the Country : which 
Revenues ſhall afterwards be deliver'd 
and counted by the faid Clerks to the 
OY Re- 
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Receivers of both Religions; namely, to 
the Catholicks two parts in ſeven, and 
to the Reform'd five parts in ſeven, as 
it has been above aſſignd. Neverthe- 


leſs the leaſt thing ſhall not be given 


to either. Party before the Repartition 
is made, and that an account is given 
thereof to us; with this condition how- 
ever, that what remains of the ſame be 
diſtributed to both Parties, to put the 
ſame to what uſe they pleaſe. 

This once done, the Counſellors of the 
Adminiſtration/ may no longer intermed- 
dle in this matter; but each Religion 
may abſolutely diſpoſe of their particular 
part. After this, the Clerks ſhall de- 
pend on the ſaid Counſellors ſeparately, 
and ſhall obey-zheir Orders without any 
repugnance, as it ſhall be enjoin'd them 

by the Formula of the Oath they are to 
take. | | 
ſtand conformably to the Ordinance of 
the preſent Adminiſtration. 

Furthermore, as to what concerns th 
Reform'd Eccleſiaſtical Council and ju- 
riſdiction, it ſhall be re- eſtabliſh'd ac- 
cording to the Tenor of the Ordinance of 
the Ealatine Eccleſiaſtical Council of the 
Year 1564 ; and ſhall be protected and

In all other caſes every thing ſhall 
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maintain'd conformably to the ſaid Or- 
dinance, as it has been to the Year 1685, 
in all its Franchiſes and Immunities, and 
the courſe of Payment. 

We alſo ordain, that it ſhall be lawful 
for the Reform*d Eccleſiaſtical Council to 
adjoin to themſelves as many Miniſters 
and Schoolmaſters as they ſhall judg ne- 
ceſſary, and to transfer them whither 
they will, as alſo to unite or divide their 
Curacies, which nevertheleſs muſt not 
be done without our knowledg.
